Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposes amending claims to exclude reaction products of 
claimed component C1 and isocyanurate of IPDI using examples not containing such adducts as support for this 
amendrrierit: The examiner and applicant's representative discussed Ex parte Grasselli. The applicant's 
representative referenced Ex parte Parks and In re Johnson, 194 USPQ 187. The examiner will consider these and 
any other caselaw on the negative limitation issue the applicant's representative would kindly cite. The examiner 
agrees that the amendment overcomes the prior art rejections but must consult others regarding the potential new 
matter issuei such an amendment might raise.
